If you are selected to present at the
SunShot Summit, you will have the opportunity to make 3-minute business pitch presentations (plus 2-3
minutes for questions) to an expert panel of judges and receive valuable feedback on your idea.

1. Share the goals you would like to achieve with your idea, your solution and how you plan to implement
your idea.

e 3-5slides in PowerPoint format with talking points.

e A one-page narrative (12 pt. Times Roman, single spaced, 1-in margins)

SunShot will notify selected participants no later than 05/05 at 11:59pm ET
5. If invited, you will be required to provide a final submission no later than 05/10 at 11:59pm ET.
